in-wet Weather, n__ them trom Rot : This is a gene» 
rat Rule in Flanders. Thoſe that live where the Rot is 
often, ought to change their Sheep; for hill Coun 
Sheep, which will thrive and prove leſs ſubje& to this 
Diſecale.. 

For theRot in Sheep,put them into a ogeiocs ſet about 
with wooden Troughs, and therein teed them with Oates 
a Day or-two, then put in ſome Bay Salt -{tamp'd ſmall 

"and after that a greater quantity till ſuch time as they bec- 
gin to diltaſte it,.then give them clean Oats-a Day.or two 
more, and aiter ſerve them with Salt as betore, and thus 
do till they are well. 

To prevent Rot in Sheep, feed them on dry Lands and 
keep them late in the Folds in the Forenoon, and feed 
them with Hay, mixing Salt with it and other dry Meats, 
and nothing is better than Parſley, and alſo to teed them 
on ſalt Marches and brakiſh Grounds.

rmg, that not any winding, turning, or artful double can 
Freveat 'his ſearch; he - both valiant and indulitipas,

and fo uvparalleVd with labour, that only by the continu» 
-ance of his toy] he maketh himlelt+maſter of what prey 
foever he hunteth.

ones are kindled, they preſently devour them: whence it 
comes to pals that the Female at her time compleat wich- 
draweth her ſelf, and hideth her young, daubipg- and-dam- 
ming up the hole til] they be able ro run and ke tor them- 
ſelves: and then (be opening the hole by liitle andlittle, 
gigeth them liberty to take the Air, and uſe their own 
exexciſe, As for the profic of them, beſides. their fcib, 
D 2. | which 
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which is an excellent food, their skins are of great price 
and are a moſt excellent Fur, and little inferieur, for 
warmth, ſweetneſs, and goodneſs, to any other. Agaity 
the Wool or Hair of them is very good to make Felts of 
and indeed, is fo ſoft and fine, that it is but a little in» 
feriour to the Beaver ; with which Wool if it be mixed, 
3t maketh a molt perteft and good Felt, To conclude, 
they are bealts of much hardneſs, and therefore of no long 
life ; and they take delight in hard and ſandy grounds 
which are dry ; for they have no greatex bow than the 
wet; whence it proccedeth that their greateft infirmitie 
is rottenneſs : yet ſuch Conies as do live and delight in 
the clay earths, are even the greateſt, fatreſt, ftoutett and 
belt, either for the diſh, or any ſport whatſoever,

to the reſt, Of this nature alſo is the Peacock, who tor 
Beauty , Pride, and underſtanding, exceedeth all other 
Birds, yet only are careleſs of their Young. The Peacock 
is a Bird of long life, ordinarily living to the years of five- 
and twenty, or upward : he is a dilh much uſed at Ban- 
quets, for ſhew, more than for talte; for his fleſh is not 
held exceeding wholeſome, it being certain, that if he de 
never ſo well and dry roaſted oyer Night, yet he will be 
blood raw the next Day following. Now contrary. to the 
Peacuck, the Pheaſant, Partrige, Quail, and Rail are excel-- 
lent Birds for the Table, and more dainty and. wholeſome 
than any other: They are alſoexcellent tor flights, and make 
rare ſport before the Hawk ; they flie not high, bur- near 
to the ground ; and though not very nimble of wing, yet 
et fwitt after they are on wing, They love not to flie 
ng, by reaſon of their much earneſinels ; but mult have 
maay reſts ; but being flain by the Hawk, they are the 
beſt, tendereſt, and moit pleaſing Food. They bring forth 
their broods in great abundance; and having once diſcloſ- 
ed them, the young ones are able to detend thernſelves, by- 
flight, even when their ſhells are on their: crowns : fo 
{trong and wily they are by nature, as houſe Doves are of 
an innocent nature, and very chalt,.and neither Male or 
Female change their mate, but hoop together, .one true 
to the other, living as coupled by the Band of Marriage, 
keeping their own Hen continually, never. viliting the 
holes of others, unleſs they be ſingle by the death ot their 
mates : the Male and Female. are both careful of their 
young. ones ; nay, you {hall have the Cock oft-times 
chaltiſe the Hen if (be kzep notrthe neſt well; and yer kind. 
they be to them when they are about to build, lay, aud 
ſet, as may be lecn by their readineſs to them 1n that
